what 1 have. I’ve written a large number, without a single response, one 
I’ve not written is Peverend Bevel, the one of Xing’s former friends who has, 
publicly, indicated basic understand of what happened. But it is ever so much 
worse than he shows any sign of realizing. It is so hot - and so important - 
that the executive oiff one large publishing house is going to try to arrange 
financing for private publication (his house won’t touch it).

Bud is going to file a suit against the Justice end, J think, State 
Departments for mo on this, vie are ready as soon as he prepares the papers. I 
think we have the closest thing possible to an airtight case under tae '’Freedom 
of Information” law* Agnew has given us a wonderful backdrop for it’. 


Pith any kind of lick, this has enormous potential, more than any 
thing yet. Please believ"* me on this, Vince, it is like that. But of the 
significance there i3 no doubt at nil.
